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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment filed on 1/5/07 has been received. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-5 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Beck in view of Beck et al (U. S. Patent no. 6,494,441 ). 

Beck discloses: 

Outer tube unnumbered but outmost tube, inner tube 13, reservoir 2, damping piston 
16, piston rod 14, pump piston 7, inflow 10 and outflow 11 lines, base unnumbered but 
connects pump housing 22 to outer tube. 

Beck does not disclose mounting the pump in more than one operative position. Beck 
et al teaches that the pump can be mounted in more than one position (see figures 1 
and 2). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to mount the pump in more than one position to allow for easier 
installation of the device in different settings with different space requirements. 

4. Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 1/5/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue the Beck '441 does not meet the limitations of claim 1 
regarding the mounting of the pump. The examiner notes that the language of claim 1 is 
functional and therefore, the pump must be capable of such a function to anticipated the 
claim. Figures 1 and 2 clearly show that the elements of the pump (piston 16, cam 15, 
gears 14, motor 13) can be mounted in both orientations. There is no required structure 
in claim 1 that is not shown by Beck in both orientations. Structure such as present in 
claim 6 is not shown and has correspondingly been objected to.
